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POINTS OF CONTACT

Mr, Aviyoshi comes back from 
Japan ‘with, it is said, the clear 
conviction that the time is still 
not ripe for diplomatic dis- 
cussions of the Northern situa 
tion with China. There is 
consequently agreement between 
Tokyo and Nanking on. that 
point, The Japanese view is 
based on consideration of the 
uncertainty of the political sit 
tion in China. “The Chinese view 
ig less simple to define.  Mer- 
chants and’ bankers would be 
only too glad to see a settlement 
and an end of the indeterminate 
state of war that is not war with 
all its disturbing effects on 
gonditions everywhere, In the 
North itself a composition with 
Japan would probably bring 
relief. In Nanking the wisdom 
of such a move has long been 
discerned but an uneasy awe of 
public opinion induces a stern 
suppression of signs of the pos~ 
ssion of that wisdom, Canton 
is busily engaged in fathering 
inaccurate announcements of 
negotiations alleged to be in 
train and in violently advocating 
a resistance to which it actually 
contributes neither men nor 
money. Meanwhile, in con- 
templating the attitude of the 
Japanese High Command, Chi- 
nese critics appear to overlook 
the significance of their chief 
and perfectly correct contention 
that military control of Japanese 
policy has’ been long in the 
ascendant, Accepting the sincer- 
ity of Tokyo's desire to confine 

rations to the North of the 

vat Wall, there can be little 
doubt that, if the Japanese 
General Staff were amenable to 
the directions of a civil adminis- 
tration, the overwhelming: mili- 
tary superiority at Japan's dis- 
posal would be able to secure 
the territorial integrity of Man- 
chukuo (with Jehol) in complete 
disregard of the  ill-organised 
vagueness embodied in the 
sprawling units under Chinese

That is why the Chinese 
armies, ill-fitted though they be 
for serious military action, are 
unwittingly, as it were, Tring 
the Japanese forces on into 
China proper. If this could be 
eventually followed up by a 
rallying of vast numbers of 
troops capable of cutting off the 
invaders there might be some- 
thing to be said for this involun- 
tary strategy but, notoriously, 
no such possibilities can 
brought within the purview of 
the wildest dreams of Chinese 
authority. The Government of 
China cannot have it both ways; 
it cannot rest on. the argument 
that Japan is dominated by her 
Minister of War who direct: 
aggressive policy as a soldier 
and not as a diplomat and then 
expect that its own brandish- 
ment of military force will be 
treated on other than purely 
military lines. That fallacy 
vitiates the argument that resis- 
tance, even if admittedly f 
in the material sense, is tle only 
line of conduct | to be. observed 
by-China in this crisis. Such 
resistance is equivalent’ to the 














folly of the gambler who pits his 
Jéefinitely limited store of money 
fagainst_a bank equipped with 
vast resources. Tt is like the 
jaction of the ill-instructed punter 
who puts his last ten-dollar 
note on a non-starter and ex- 
pects, against all the laws of 
prosaic racing fact, to recoup 
himself for his losses thereby. 
And the Chinese Government ii 
gambling not with its own money 
but with the welfare and con- 
jtentment of the people of this 
country, to say nothing of its 
lown political reputation. Japan- 
ese reluctance to get into contact 
with the Chinese Government is 
Jdue, in the main, to the convie- 
tion that any effort of that kind 
would be interpreted as a 
weakening of Tokyo's will and 
fwould therefore encourage false 
hopes in Nanking. It may, of 
course, be suggested that Japan 
is also inclined to allow matters 
ito drift until approach comes 
from the Chinese side in a 
desperate spirit of subservient 
pheal, ready to accept the most 
stringent conditions as a price 
of settlement. ‘There is all the 
more reason for Chinese leaders 
to forestall that expectation by 
prompt initiative in making con- 
tact. ‘There can be little doubt 
that a move of that kind could be 
made without loss of dignity and 
would be treated by Japan with 
courteous consideration if not 
magnanimity. 

China’s difficulties are, un: 
happily, not those of Japan's 
sole making. Let it be assumed, 
for a moment, that the Govern. 
ment at Nanking is convinced 
lof the need for contact and acted 
on that belief. Immediately it 
would be assailed by the bitter 























eriticism of its domestic 
opponents. The technique of 
political manwuvring demands, 


apparently, much public asser- 
tion of the need for resistance 
‘to the death” from sections of 
Jopinion which have not the 
slightest intention of participat- 
ing in such an epic. Yet is the 
Government to permit itself, to 
exhaust the patience of the 
general public by acquiescing in 
ja tragic pageant of mock-resis- 
tance, merely because adoption 
lof the more sensible course of 
immediately facing facts, which 
have to be faced sooner or later, 
‘will loosen the vitriolic tongues 
of amiable dilettantes in Shang- 
hai, Hongkong, Canton and Ka 
gan? Vocal public opinion here 
may be a glutton for fantasy but 
fantasy surely is an unsubstan- 
tial form of diet in the present 
erisis. The Government has been 
lately exhorted to tell the people 
the truth. The diatribes of the 
advocates of resistance have, 
during the last few months, been 
shorn of all claim to relation 
with facts. Conferences to 
which leaders of all sections of 
opinion are invited are about to 
be held. From time to time 
leaders of the Government have 
not been afraid to reveal part 
of the truth. Mr. T. V. Soong 
unveiled the feebleness of the 
military machine. Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei has, by implication, 
[disclaimed belief in the effective- 
ness of resistartce. Mr. Sun Fo 
has boldly declared that the 
situation in Kiangsi will demand 
General Chiang Kai-shek’s con- 
centrated personal aitention for 
some time to come. General 
Chiang Kai-shek’s actions have 
long . supplied comment which 
his silence has fortified. Let the 
Government, in consultation 
with the accredited representa- 
tives of China’s commerce and 
finance, come out with the whole 
truth for which it, in its collec- 
tive entity, will take full 
responsibility. It might then| 
Ihave the support of such a mass 
lof the real public in China that 
the empty mutterings of its 














belopponents would go unheeded 


and scorned. It might even go 
perhaps to the extent of making 
its announcement of the truth 
{the preliminary to an invitation 
to its opponents to offer their 
solution and, of course, as a 
necessary consequence to assume 
definite responsibility for putting 
it into elect. Better still, while 
agreeing to allow internal 
differences in policy to stand for 
future discussion, it might hold 
Jout the hand of’ readiness to 
associate all sections of opinion 
jn the single task of making 
contact with Japan. Unless 
some action of this kind can be 
taken, the calamitous drift in

HANKOW’S COURAGE 





British Chamber of Commerce, 
Hankow, ventured to be mildly 
optimistic in surveying the trade 
conditions immediately ahead. 
Events falsified that attitude. 
In his speech on Friday to the 
‘annual meeting of the Chamber, 
Mr, C. D. Dixon had ruefully to 
unfold the horrid tale which left 
Hankow at the end of 1932 in 
as depressed a state as at the 
end of 1931. Unrest and stagna- 
tion of trade in the first eight 
months of the year_ grievously, 
afflicted Hupeh. The export 
business from Hankow was the 
worst on record. Mr. Dixon had 
to tell of irregular taxation on 
upriver cargoes—checked only. 
‘on the arrival of General Chiang 
Kai-shek in Hankow in June— 
the combined effects of the 
aftermath of the floods, the 
‘Shanghai troubles and the anti. 
Japanese boycott and widespread 
unemployment. Above all Han- 








kow again saw the Communist 
at 


peril uncomfortably "lose 
quarters. In January Ho-lung, 
the bandit-chief who was, later 
in the year, dislodged by General 
Chiang Kai-shek’s drive, actual- 
ly made an attack on Hanyang. 
The Upper Han River wat 
virtually closed to trade until 
August. The difficulties of the 
merchants were increased by the 
levy of irregular taxes to main- 
tain the provincial troops engag- 
ed in a feeble resistance to the 
Communists. At one time these 
exactions forced out of business 
the agents of certain foreign 
firms at Hwangpei, only ten 
miles from Hankow. Mr. Dixon's 
tribute to the skill with which 
|General Chiang Kai-shek restor- 
ed the situation in August is 
evidently inspired by a sense of 
the relief thereby given to the 
merchants in Hankow. A speedy 
recovery from such a disastrous 
year eannot be expected but a 
‘gleam of hope is discerned in 
‘the increased confidence display- 
ed in London. The part now 
being played by Great Britain 
in assisting the world to find 
its economic feet justifies 
this gesture of discriminating 
optimism from Hankow. 

A natural feature of the de- 
pression with its consequent 
Unemployment has been a 
decline in the support given by 
Workers to the Labour Union 
These organisations have played 
a sinister part in Hankow. They 
have. been unblushing strike- 
cum-blackmail caucuses. To the 
title of Trade Union in the 
lordinary sense of the term they 
have not the shadow of a claim. 

‘heir funds have been depleted 
to be hoped that the 
ial authorities will 
Fealise the unwisdom of per. 
mitting them again to raise thei 
[diminished heads. Hankow. ha 
therefore been free from labour 
troubles and two good harvests 
in 1932, bringing about a 
decrease ‘in the cost of living 
without an appreciable reduction 
in wages, have considerably 
helped to preserve tranquility. 
In such a situation the policy of 
the Government, whether Central 
or Provincial,’ should be to 
improve the ‘general adminis- 
tration so that causes of 
grievance are not allowed to 
accumulate in revival of labour, 
unrest when the economic tide 
reaches the turn. If further 










































proof of the need for that| 
remedial manifestation were 
required, Mr. Dixon's citation of 


the fact ‘that 


40 per cent, of the Chinese 
hongs and shops have closed 
their doors and gone out of 
business and in most cases rents 
are six months in arrears” 

would amply afford it. Hankow's 

courage in facing this exceed- 
ingly adverse situation, follow- 
ing as it does on a long period 
jof anxiety and depression, is to 
be warmly commended. Shang- 
fhai, in its more sheltered posi- 
‘tion, must specially admire the 





stimulating tone of a speech 
which, in facing unpleasant, 
facts, acquires ‘balance by 


reason of its ability to assess 
the prospects of improvement a: 
well as the definite advantages 
gained in a discouraging year. 
‘The British merchants at Han- 
koy have been through the 
fire but it has not dismayed 
‘them. Tt has rather proved 
their ‘resourcefulness and 








adaptability. Not the least re- 


markable feature of Mr, Dixon's 
speech is its concentration on 
commercial and financial matters 
without any political digression, 
Political conditions are touched 
jupon for purposes of illustration 
land no more. In the light of 
Hankow's peculiar vicissitudes 
this, in itself, is a significant 
mark of the practical spirit of 
ithe Chamber's policy and out- 
took. 

The suceessful—and it is to 
be hoped permanent—clearance 
lof the communist areas has not 
been the only evidence of sound 
official effort in Hupeh. The 
repair of the Chang Kung dyke 
—a motor-ear can make the 
‘twenty-five mile tour of the flood 
defence works at Hankow in less 
than two hours—has been an 
encouraging proof of the: pro- 
vineial authorities’ alertness. 
‘The maintenance of this road as 
well as the dyke in a state of 
Proper repair is commended to 
attention by Mr. Dixon. Now 
that the memory’ of the 1931 
flood tends to grow fainter the 
hint deserves emphasis. A 
really satisfactory sign of ‘more 
‘settled conditions is forthcoming 
in the cessation of the firing on 
the steamers from the banks of 
the river since the end of last 
summer. The good work of the 
naval patrols of various nations 
hhas, no doubt greatly contribut- 
ed to this result. If a revival 
of the demands of the European 
lor “American markets comes 
about in the next few months, 
Hankow, with its depleted stocks 
fand but'a limited opportunity of 
obtaining fresh supplies from 
the interior, will be severely 
strained to meet calls upon its 
market. Yet it may be suspect- 
ed that the effort will be only 
too readily made. For | the 
moment the disturbed conditions 

chuen, where the Com- 
8’ foothold is assisted by 
local jealousies, must consider- 
fably retard the full resumption 
‘of the flow of trade down the 
Yangtze. Nevertheless it is 
cheering to note certain activi- 
ties in the coal-mining industry. 
They lead to the conclusion that 
leven the misfortunes of 1982 
hhave not been able to weaken the 
vigour of Hankow's commercial 
vision and spirit of enterprise. 
And it is certainly comforting 
to compare the state of Hupeh 
now with that prevailing in the 
beginning of 1932 when great 
jareas were under communist 
land bandit domination. Consider- 
fable eredit must be given to the 
head of the Provincial Govern- 
ment, General Hsia Tou-yen, 
who has made a good impression 
Jon all and seems determined to 
maintain definitely sound_stan- 
dards of administration. In the 
neighbouring province of Huvan, 
General Ho Chien has been able 





























to establish a — satisfactory 
jstability, unknown a few year 
jago. He has this year put a 





stop to opium cultivation if he 
has not been able to prevent the 
transit of opium on its way down 
river to Hankow and beyond. 
He has carried out a programme 
lof road-construction with the 
result that communications have 
been improved. Places which 
formerly were a week's journey 
from Changsha are now within 
reach of a, twenty-four hour 
motor ride. This should help in 
the revival of better conditions 
in Hupeh and_ consequently in 
the Wuhan Cities, of, which 
Hankow is the chief. So Han- 
lkow's courage has much on 
which to draw for. inspiration. 
‘And the speech which is publish- 
led to-day shows that British 
leadership there is in thoroughly

Classes can ignore the fact that 
the rickshaws is still an essen- 
tial vehicle of the streets?

danger to all other traffic and its 
control, or even partial control 
remains @ problem with but one 
solution, ‘a gradual reduction on 
numbers”, 
‘The buses and trams do not meet 
the requirements of many people 
who cannot afford motor trans- 
port, amazing to find how 
much rickshaws are used for 
considerable distances because 
they are practically the most 
effective means of conveyance. 
While therefore’ the ‘Traffic 
Commission, the Police and Mr. 
‘Tiefenbacher agree that the 
rickshaw should be — abolish- 
ed, not one of those three 
authorities can put forward a 
practical scheme for carrying 
the abolition into effect. And 
the increase in the number of 
privately owned rickshaws shows 
that the practice of the publ 
is working against them. Nor 
loes the proposal that the 
Council should embark on the 
erection of parking towers ap- 
peal to the mind. That is an 
undertaking to which the motor 
ing industry might advisedly 
address itself. The Council. is 
doing much by encouraging the 
builders of new premises to 
make provision for garage ac- 
commodation.

‘acting on ‘that view out of| 
consideration for the Govern- 
ment’s known desire to pro-| 
mulgate a modern Factory Law. 
That event has occurred, 
although it would be difficult to 
assert with any degree of cer- 
tainty when the Law in question 
will_be actually in effective 
gperation in Chinese territory.

Those who recall the anxiety 
which then prevailed lest the 
requisite quorum should not be 
secured will agree that the 
Shanghai Munieipal Council, on 
this “occasion, has reason’ to 
leongratulate itself on the ease 
with which the one-third atten- 
dance was-secured. The actual 
figure required was 1,260 “quali- 
fied electors” present or re- 
presented. The official record| 
Jshows that the poll attendance 
was 1,349 and the voting strength 
was i.751—or nearly, 00 in 
excess’ of the prescribed mini- 
mum. Estimating the Japanese 
vote, which was marshalled in 
pectacular solidarity, to have 
been somewhere about 600, it 
‘will be seen that’ the requisite 
quorum was obtained with such 
strong non-Japanese assistance 
that the resolutions adopted had 
a particularly authoritative 
mandate. Once again’ in Shang- 
hal it has been proved that an 
intelligent system of publici 
for which the Press Information 
Department must surely be able 
to take much eredit—will great- 
ly assist the Council in securing 
‘a smooth path for its consider- 
led decisions. It is reasonable 
also to suggest that the large 
attendance showed that interest 
in Municipal affairs is far more 
active than is sometimes deduced 
from the figures of the election 
contests, Wednesday was, from 
the weather point of view,’ about 
as bad a day as could have been 
selected; yet from four o'clock 
Jonwards’ over 1,200 people—a

INSPECTION: OF 
FACTORIES 
Settlement and Concession 
Authorities Agree 


A statement has been issued by 
the French Coneession authorities, 


according to the Chinese press, to 


the effect that they will adopt an 
attitude ‘similar ‘to ‘that of the 
Shanghai Municipal Council in re- 
ation to the factory inspection ques- 
tion, A translation of the state- 
ment, follows: 

“The attitude of the French Cone 
cession authorities towards the 
Chinese Government's ‘demand for 
factory inspection in the Settlement 
is similar to the International  Set- 
tlement officials. The French Muni. 
jeipal Council has been authorised to 
undertake the work of factory ine 
spection within its territory, 

“Before the promulgation by the 
Chinese Government of its’ Factor 
Inspection Regulations, the Trend 
Concession authorities ‘alveedy  pub- 
lished a series of regulations for the 
control of factories in its territory. 
‘According to these, persons. inten 
ing to establish a’ new factory 
the Concession must first apply to 
the French Municipal Council” for 
permission, ‘The Council would not 
give its permission unless it) was 
satisfied at the health and fire pre 
vention arrangements of the pro- 
posed factory. 

“Should the Chinese Government 
consider that the regulations of the 
French Concession ave not. entirely 
in conformity to the provisions of 
its Factory Inspection Law, the 
French Coneession authorities are 
sady to negotiate with the Chinese 
officials in a spirit of friendship, 
for the purpose of making the neces~ 
sary amendments. It must bé 
Pointed out, however, that the 
amendments if any, must be mado 
to the present regulations only.”

Ty October, 1926, Mev Mtauchan 
retigned and severed ht conection 
‘with the ‘Riangoan Dockyard’ aga

Chinese militarists. Certain of the

xy officials, he objected, de- 
led that the dockyard should 
hand over to them a very large sum 
of money.
